MENACE TO THE CONSTITUTION 


I 


N his speech of acceptance <Judge Parker said 
"It 


becomes desirable to call attention to the fact that 


the people, in whom all power resided, have seen fit, thro' 
the mefdium of the constitution, to limit the governmental 
power conferred and to say to departments created by it: 
Thug far shalt thou go and no farther.' To secure the ends 
sought the people have by the constitution separated and 
distributed among the three departments of government — 
the executive, legislative and Judicial — certain powers, and 
it la the duty of those administering each department so 
to act as to preserve, rather than to destroy, the potency 
of the co-ordinate branches of the government, and thus 
secure the exercise of all the powers conferred by the 
people. 


"Thomas Jefferson in a letter to Wlllrom C Jarvis, 


touching the perpetuity of our institutions, written many 
years after he had retii ed to private life, said 'If the three 
powers of our government maintain their mutual indepen- 
dence of each other, it may last long, but not so if either 
can assume the authority of the other ' It must be confess- 
ed that In the course of our history executives have em- 
ployed powers not belonging to them, statutes have been 
passed that were expressly forbidden by the constitution, 
and statutes have been set aside as unconstitutional when 
it was difficult to point out the provisions said to be offend- 
ed against in their enactment, all this had been done with 
a good purpose, no doubt, but in disregard, nevertheless, of 
the fact that ours Is a government of laws, not of men, 
deriving its just powers from the consent of the governed.' 
If we would have our government continue during the ages 
to come, for the benefit of those who shall succeed us, we 
must ever be on our guard against the danger of usurpa- 
tron of that authority, which resides in the whole people"
